A practitioner whose license is suspended or revoked or
whose surrender of lio-nse with or without preludice has been
accepted by the Board shall conduct him/herself as followa.

1) Promptly delkver to the
current biennial registration
drugce the current State
Substances xagistrations.

2) Desist and refrain
f ither as principal or

from the practice of dentistry in any form
employee of another llcensee.

3) Inform each patient at the time of any inquiry of the
suspended or revoked or retïred status of the lfccnsea. When a
r w licensee is selectad by a pat/ente the dlsciplined
practitioner shall promptly make available the original or a
cchtplete copy of the existing patient record' to the new
lluansee, or to the patient &f no new licenseq is salected. Such
delivery of record does not waive any right of the disciplïned
proctitioner to claim compensation earned for prior services
lawfully renttartld .

4) Not occupy. share or use office space in which another
licensee practices dentistry .

5) Desist and refrain from furnishing professiohal dental
services, giving an opinion a;.3 to the practice of dantistry or
its application, or any advice with relation Ahereto; and from
holding him/l erself out to the public as being entitled to
practice dentistry or in any way assuming to be a practicing
profczssional or assuming, using or advertising in relation
tlvzreto in any other language or in such a mnnner aa to convey to
tho publio the impreaaion that aueh person ls a lc:Tgal
practitioner or authorized to practice dentistry . This
prohibition includes refraining during the period of sùspension
or revocation from placement of any advertisement or professional
listing in any adv Artising medium suggesting eligibility for
practice or good standlng.

6) Cease to use iiny statïonery whereon such person's name
appears as a dentist in practice. If the practitioner was
formerly authorïzed to issue written prescriptions for medïcatïon
or treatment, such prescription pads shall be destroyed if the
license was revoked. If the license was suspended, the
prescriptions shall be destroyed or shall be stored in a secure
location to prêvent thoft or any u=e whataoover until iaauonce of
a Board Order authorizing use by the practitïoner. simïlarly,

7) Not share ïn any fee for dental services performed by ang
other licensee following the suspension, revocation or surrender
of licensee but thê praclltloner may be cùmpensated for the
reasonable value o f the serv ices lawfully rendered and
disbursements incurred on the patient 's behalf prior to the
effecttve date of the suspension, revocation or surrender.
